Miss Ann Farnswerth interviewed by Jim LeBetard on June 246, 1985. 
The Farnsworths are a very old family in Pascagoula; having exerted a 
great deal of influence in time past. Miss Annis one of the most 
renowned educators in Pascagoula. She is a graduate of Sophie Newcomb 
College in New Orleans and she traveled extensively and studied in 
France. She has taught for over forty years; every one of those vears 
in Pascagoula. She taught for a number of years in Pascagoula. She 
taught for a number of years and eventually was principal of Beach 
School in south Pascagoula. This interview is being conducted on 
Wednesday; June 246, 1985 at Miss Ann’s apartment on Market Street in 
dhcaiaekc ey at 2:00 p.m.in the afternoon.

ce} How are you this afternoon Miss Ann? 

A: I’m just fine, thank you. 

GQ: Could you give me your date and place of birth? 

A: I was born June 6, 1902, in what they used to call Scranton, MS. 
@: What can you tell me about your family? 

A: Well, my mother was really the cornerstone of 5t. John’s Church 
because she came here and she really built it up from nothing. 
Where did she come fram? 

Maysville, Kentucky. She was married to my father in 1899. 


What were their names? 


He was Robert Atwell Farnsworth and she was Maude Adair.

Maude Adair. You mentioned that she was the cornerstone of the 
church and I’ve heard other people say that. Can you elaborate on that? 


A: Well she said she wouldn't come here unless they had an Episcopal 
Church, so my father who was a little lumberman, said he would furnish 
the lumber and that’s how they built St. John’s 


@: About when would that be? 


A: Well, I think that was around - it was begun right away but I’m sure 
it must have been 1900. Must have been after 1902. 
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@: What about the Farnsworth Lumber Company? 


A: Well, it was where the Alpo factory is for cat food. Isn’t that what 


itis?

A: Yes ma‘am. 

@: That’s where the mill was. 

A: And their enterprise? 

A: Lumber that they shipped out. 


G: You mentioned something in our conversation yesterday about 
Father Cyril finding the stamp. 


A: When they enlarged and did some building in the church they did find 
the lumber was stamped Farnsworth Lumber Company. It was another 
proof that he had given the lumber. 


G: About how long did the company exist, Miss Ann? 


A: I'm trying to think how old I was but -- when they cut out all the 
timber. It was after the 1906 storm - they were having trouble getting 
timber. All of it had been destroyed. And then he went to the coaling 
docks that he coalied the ships that came in. They were burning coal 
then -- the tugs. 


@: What can you tell me about your life? 


A: Well, its been very busy and very nice, I must say. And along one. I 
went to Pascagoula schools and then I went when my father died we 
moved to Kentucky for two years. 


G: When was that Miss Ann? 


A: It was in 1917 and 18. Then we moved back and went to New Orleans 
where [ went to Newcomb High School, which no longer exists. I was the 
last class to graduate from Newcomb High Schoolin i921. Then I went 
on ta Newcomb College. That was in the days of Huey Long and you 
could not teach in Louisiana unless you had gone to one of his schools. 


G: His schools? 


A: One that he was head of; so going to Tulane; I didn’t qualify. Sol 
had to go back in the summer to get another teaching degree to teach 
each year and then I went to 5th grade, sol taught that. And I taught 
nearly every grade there was and I ended up by being coordinator of all 
the elementary schools. 


@: You studied or traveled in France, I understand, 
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A: Twas over there about a year and a half. I did a lot of traveling and 
attended some classes to see what it was all about. I enjoyed that very 
mMuchs 


@: Did you learn to speak the French language? 
A: Not too -- it used to be better than itis now. But I’d given it up 
until a few years ago. I’ve been doing same translations for some 
friends, which make it interesting, 

G: Can you still speak a little French? 


A: Gay, Gay French. 


G@: Twant to ask you about some of the old families and older people in 
Pascagoula tao. What about Miss Kate Denny? 


A: She used to run the telegraph office, you know. 
@: Can you describe haw she looked? 

A: Very regal, very tall and I thought very hansome. And she was boss 
of all she surveyed. And you Know when Bubba died she was appointed 
Judge Denny. I think that was probably one of the first women Judges. 
@: lunderstand that she had a distinctive voice. 

A: You'd think she was a man and she got used to that you Know. You'd 
call her and she‘d answer and you said; "please sir,” and she’d say, “its 
ma’am.” 

G: De you remember anything about the Olver family? 


@ had that place on the beach, didn’t he?

@: I believe sc. 


A: And he had an inn there now. I believe it was Olver, wasn’t it? 
O-l-v-e-r. 


@: O-I-v-e-r, right. There’s an Oliver street, But 1 think its a 
mispelling. 


A: Itis -- its been named for him -- Olver... 
@: What about Judge Chidsey? 


A: Well now, he was a very interesting man -- he was one of the editors 
of; what used to be the Democrat Star and then went te the Chronicle. 
He was superintendent of St. John’s Sunday School, He could sing, and 


you could hear him two blocks away when he would sing out down at the 
church. We all were very fond of Judge Chidsey. 
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@: I wanted to ask you about Beach School. You were there for how 
mare rs 


A: IT went there as principal in i951 and stayed till 1945. And it was 
almost a private school. The mothers were just so good down there and 
would help take care of the children. We didn’t have all this fancy 
helpers that they’ve got now. And the parents helped. 


G: Yes, did you ever teach at Beach School?

A: Yes; 6th grade. When! was principal and teacher. 
@: You did? Both at one time? 
A: Yes. 


@: How about that, you did attend schocl at least part of the time in 
Pascgoula, didn’t you? 


A: Yes, up to the eighth grade. 


G: Eighth grade? And where did you go? 

A: At the old Central Building where they have long since torn down. 
G@: Near Central Biementary Schoci? 

A: Mo. It’s where the Welfare Department is on Pascagoula Street. 


fi: Okay. In writing cur centennial history for the Episcopal Church, 
I’ve encountered a number of irrteresting people. One of them, we've 
been trying to find out about is about Sister Ann Christine. You said 
that you Knew her. 


A: Right. Well, she was a lovely person. She retired form running an 
orphanage in Memphis and when she retired they gave her the money to 
build this home down here on -- its on Pascagoula Street, isn’tit, and it 
goes to Moss Point. Miss Mhoon, her niece, came to take care of her. 
They lived cut there. They had a beautiful chapel... and whoever was 
minister there would go out and have services there. 


G: Was Sister Ann Christine related to the Mhoons? 


A&: Yes. Because Miss Celestman was her nmiece. She was never 
married, her maiden name -- I guess Sister Ann’s name must have teen 


@: I’m not sure about that but [ll find out. Do you Know aobut when 
that home was built? Sister Ann‘s home? 


A: I think it must have been -- I really can’t remember but, I’m trying 
to connect samething with it. © i929 - ed. noted 
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@: That's quite all right. oe Ww a this want to ask vou 
about your family and” then 1 wa t to come back to ne “church. There are 
a number of different families th at claim to nave had the first 
automobile in Pascagoula or Scranton. I’ve heard from several people

that the Farnsworths had the first. Is that true? 


A: The first an the coast. And it was bought at Abbot Place in New 
Orleans and how they got it here, I don’t Know: but I have a wonderful 
Picture of it. 


@: Would vou remember what Kind it was? 


A: [t was an auto car. And they don’t make them anymore but they make 
a truck. I think they would appreciate having this cld picture. It was a 
beautiful little car. It was wicker and leather and as it went down the 
street the horses would run away and peaple would came out and look at 
it. 


@: And that belonged to your mother and father? 


A: It belonged to my father and his brother. They were so close that 
everything they did, they did together. 


G@: How do you describe your father? 


A: Well, he was a wonderful person. I couldn’t say enough good about 
him. Tloved him dearly. He died very suddenly in New Orleans. He was 
going over to do Christmas shopping and nad a bad heart attack and just 
dropped dead in the hotel. 


G: How would you describe him physically; Miss Ann. 

A: He was very tall, about 4 feet and probably over weight, but I 
thought he was gorgeous looking But you Know this day and age maybe 
they wouldn’t think so. 


G&: And your uncle? 


A: Yes. He always claimed he was younger Gut I don’t think so. He was 
really better looking. 


@: I understand that your family owned two homes in the area. 


A: That’s right. The one uptown we called it uptawn. We stayed all 
wirter there and when summer came went down to the beach home. [t’s 
still there. They tore down the other one and the interesting thing -- 
you Know they were all heart lumber with his being in the lumber 
company.They took that lumber and built the children’s home for the 
alcoholics over there -- is it out of Gautier or where is it? 


Q@: Yes. Was it the Home of Grace? 


A: Well, it was the Home of -- 
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@: The Haven, Haver. 
A: Yes - Haven, 
@: So that’s where the Farnsworth lumber went. 


A: Yes; the old home. I thought that was a nice way to end the house. 


I think so too. Whe bought that house after you all sold it-Miss 
Ann? The uptewn house? 


A: I’m trying to think -- Ill have to think about it. 

G: Ali right, maybe it will came to you, 

A: It'll come to me. 

@: How recently did you relinquish your ties te the house on the beach? 


A: When my mother died. She died in ‘45 and I couldnt Keep it any 
lenger by myself. 


@: Who bought the house from you? 

A: The Brumfields. 

G: And they are the ones who still own it. 
A: Yes, 


G@: It's a lovely cid house. 
A: It's a beautiful old summer home. 


G& What can you tell me about the church at Bellview, as it was called; 
oy the Longfellow House? 


A: It was a little chapel that Mrs. Pollock built. The Poliacks owned 
Longfellow, what’s now Longfellow House. And she built that because 
the children didn’t have any place to ga to Sunday School and you see 
there was mo transportation. I think she taught Sunday School there and 
then Bishop Green, he was quite a friend if the family and even before 
he was Bishop he used te come spend time with them and he would 
christen the children and comfrim and put them in the church. But they 
tore it down someway because it no longer exists, any part of it. 


G: I’ve been trying to find a photograph of the church building and there 
doesn’t seem to be one. 


A: Na, I don’t believe there is. 
G@: Pie Moore being a photographer; at igast at one time. I would have 


thought he would have had a picture but it might have been torn down. 
But there doesn’t seem to be one. 
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A: No. I don't believe he was ever a photographer.

A: Well, I don’t think there was anything between the Pollocks home and 
the Warren’s home, and it’s now owned by Mrs. Edgar Hull - the Warren 
home. 


@: All right, back te St. John’s Church. You said was built shortly after 
the turn of the century. You remember the Reverend John Chipman? 


Oh, indeed Ido. I inoved him dearly. He was here a lang time. 
I think the records said about 16 years. 
He was a saint. Everybody loved him. 


How would you describe him physically?

Well, you Know he had a beard and he was well built. He wasn’t too 
tall or toc short. He was a lovely person. 


And you said he baptized you? 


Oh, yes, and Bishop Bratten confirmed me.

G: And vou remember that?

@: How do you remember Bishop Bratten? 
A: Oh; T loved him. I loved all these Bishops you're me about. Buti 
did; and he came and spent the summer over in Gautier. You Know he was 
a friend of Bratten. 


@: And Seacliffe or near where Seacliffe is now. How do you describe 
Bishop Sratten physically in his appearences? 


4: Well, he was beautiful te me and he had such a beautiful voice that 
in the pulpit I couldn’t take my eyes off that beautiful crass he had. I 
wander where that it? 


G: I don’t know. There’s a photograph that it shows in the photograph. 
[tis a beautiful cross. There are a number of memorials at St. John’s 
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that are dated back, one of them is the Baptismal Font which I think is 
in memory of someone in your family: 


A: My grandmother. That’s my father’s mother and his sister. That 
was years when 1 was baptized. 


G@: Baptismal Font? There were a number of priests in the old days it’s 
hard to find much about. Do you remember Dr. Reece? 


A: Yes. 


@: What can you tell me about him? 

A: Well ne was very lame and you Know I was in and out of Pascagoula 
wher i was going toe school at Newcomb, that lots of times I loose track 
af some cf these people because I stayed over in New Orleans many 
years, finishing my education. Everybody liked him. He was brilliant. 


@: He had a PAD? 
A: Uhuh. I think one of the few. 


@: I found a photograph of him at Sewanee and he taught at Sewanee 
before coming here and he went back there. In fact; he died there 
shartly atter leaving Pascagoula. 


A: Oh, I didn’t Know that. 
@: Do you remember Reverend Mr. Maxted? 


A: Quite well. He had a photographic memory and he would came down 
to my house and that was om the beach and I ended up with about 2000 
books, which I gave away, when Il had tea move. He’o take as many as 3 or 
19 books home and he‘d read every one of them and bring them back and 
he really did Know what he was reading, We used ta have-- I guess it 
was during the war people would come and talk on different subjects. 


Do you ramember that? 


A: I Know but you remember hearing aboutit. Anmyway this man was 
going on a greatrate. Mr. Maxted got up and corrected him. It was 
about the Koran. Bible isn’t that what it was? Amd the man said; "How 
many times have youread it?" Mr. Maxted said, "I didn’t need to read it 
but once." And he didn’t. 


G: De you remember his son? 


A: Yes. Didn’the have two sons? Dennis and... 


G: Yeah; there were two sons, ome studied for the priesthacd.

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A: Aubrey; uhuh. And that must have been one of the times I was over 
in New Orleans getting my education. 


@: What about Reverend Jehn Bean or Been? 


A: Geen he called it. That was most interesting because Mrs. Been had 
money and the Episcopal Church was then a mission church, 1 think you 
Know that’s very little, and sometimes they wouldn’t have enough money 
to pay the little stipend that they gave and Mrs, Been would go dawn 
there and put enough money in the bank ta pay them. 


@: Well, Ill be. 


A: And when they retired they went over to Ocean Springs, I believe. 

G@: He was the Vicor there. 

A: Unhuh. 

@: And the Been’s are buried in Gautier, the old Gautier cemetery in the 
Puls ler family plot. In fact, the Fullers were very close to the Beens. 
They have several pieces of silver that the Beens gave to them. 

A: Uhuh. I was very fond of --~ I loose track of where wa were. We 


were talking about the Beens but--- 


G: Yes. Ma’am and Maxted before. I believe Grace Maxted is still alive 
in Fascagoaula.

@: Reverend Mr. Resh; when he arrived in Pascagoula, was a very young 
man. Do youremember him very well? 


A: Yes, and his wife worked at Sears and Roebuck, didn’t she? I think 
there is little sadness there, his leaving the church, but I understand 
he’s back in and doing well. 


G@: Well, he’s retired now, I understand. Do you remember him being a 
musician? : 


A: Noa. 
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@: You don’tremember that? Well several others have remarked he 
played the organ. At least, somewhat anc composed some music. Oo you 
remember Father Cyril Vlamynck of course? 


A: On, yes. 


@: He came to Pascagoula in the late 1940s. How do you describe his 
personality? 


A: Well he was most interesting. I think he was drilliant. He didn’t 
always show that brilliance to most people, da you think? 


@: I’ll agree with that -- Eccentric. 


A: He had once asked me to come up the church and get some of the 
histray straightened out and I should have gone then. My mind would 
have been better then than it is now but I dan’t Know; as I said, I didn’t 
go. That’s one af the things I’m sorry I didn’t do. 


@: He ended up with quite a large family in Pascagoula, before he left. 
Five or six children. 


A: Yes, the least one, he called the little one. I was cut at the hospital 
one day and i said what are you doing out here, and he said I’ve came ta 
See the least one. 


G: He had quite a sense of humor. 
A: Yes he did. 
@: He’s a very brilliant speaker and high churchman. 


A: Very high. And you Know St. John’s church wasn’t used ta that se 
they had a long way to come to get up to Father Cyril. 


@: He was here for 20 years, just about 20 years. 
A: He was here about that long. 


G: The Savages are an old family in Pascagoula also. Did they live 
down mear the Pollocks? 


A: They might tell you more about that chapel. Course they are too 


young; the one TKnow. But their kin peaple might Know about that 
chapel - because that’s how they gat in the Episcopal Church. 


@: The church down there was really just a family affair; a family 
enterprise. 


A: I think sc, yes. 


G: Miss Ann, I’d like for you to tell me a little bit more about your 
family, your mother and father and perhaps somethings you remember 
about yourself growing up. 
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A: I don’t suppose anybody had a happier childhood than I dic. My 
mother and father werer so devoted ta each other and so devoted to us. 
And sa; that goes for happiness, doesn’t it? 


A: And we went ta school and did what we should do and did allright so 


they Knew they were proud of, and they sent my brother, it was SMA 
then, Sewanee Military Academy. They’ver done away with that, haven‘t 
they? 


@: Yes: ma’am. 


A: And then inta Sewanee. And then i said I went to Newcomb High 
Schocl, that was, of course, a private shcool for the last two years and 
then into Newcomb College and then back to get my teaching license 
through what they called Tulane. Newcomb, of course was a college cof 
Tulane University. Amd then I started teaching. I’ve always enjoyed 
that, I always said I got along better with the children than I did with 
the parents. Because they were always - I leved them all - I didn’t 
have oad children. You can’t find anything that isn’t nice about my 
childhood, I’m sure, 


Q@: That’s good. What about the changes you’ve seen in Pascagoula in 
the time you've been here. 


A: Oh, mercy! Just bevand words. I can remember when we just had the 
horses ta come to town with. We had two beautiful horses by the name — 
Mississippi and Louisiana. Miss and Lou - and they were also saddle 
horses. But we had a carriage we could ge riding in on Sunday 
afternoons, my family would. Anybody had to ge ta town, they had ta 
take the horse and then they had the street cars that came in and you 
Daid a nickle to ride the street cars. It went all the way from 
Pascagoula to Moss Point. It crossed half way between Pascagoula and 
the beach. I mean, what they called Scranton is Pascagoula. Amd then 
they would meet one up there and go om to Moss Point. And Longfellow 
was the big cog. They’d charge you Know, on the 4th of July and my 
mother always chartered it far my birthdays. We picked up every child 
available and we rode it to Moss Point and came back and had the party 
down at the beach, and Mr. Chipman entertained the children. 


@: Where did he live, Miss Ann? 
He lived in the rectory. They had a rectory by the time he got here. 
Right next ta the church, 


My mother said that. Who was here before Mr. Chipman?

Goodness. I‘ll have te go back and look. 


A: Well, she said they thought he could do such a goad job of building 
and it was just chopped up. You remember that old rectory? 
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@:Ves,ida. 

A: It was just chopped up. Wasn’t it? 

G@: Unhuh. 

A: One time, one of John’s first visits, he said, "I want to go by the 
rectory.” Amd I - that had been gone so long and I took him dawn on 
1ith street. 

@: Yes, where Father Martin lived. 

A: Yes, and he met Father Martin. So that was nice. 

GQ: That was John Chipman you're tailing about? 


A: There's a beautiful picture of John in that. I want you to get that 
for the church anyway; that memorial service they had for him at MIT. 


G: Okay. 


A: That picture. I’m sorry I didn’t Keep that picture. I hated to tear it 
out; and Tommy’s pretty good about saving all those things. 


: You memtioned having a brother? 


: He was 2 years older than I was.

A: Robert Atwell Farnsworth Jr. and then his son was Robert Atwell

G: Tell me about your brother. 

A: The space in betweer: he was grown and I was Just nothing soa, he 
wouldn’t tolerate this little girl tagging along. But he was always good 
to me. His son was a flier during the war. He was an ace. 


G@: Oh, really. 


A: Uhuh. He flew and he was decorated. Oh, my he had so many medals, 
every Known . Being an ace; you Know he would. And 
then he was Killed and his daughter, Kimberly is really the only blood Kin 
Ihave as arelative. She’s a great niece; you see. 


®: And what's her full name? 

A: Kimberly Ann Farnsworth and she’s married now and it’s Yates. 
@: Yates, and where does she live? 
A 


: She lives out of Houston, what they call Sugar Land. Do you Know 
anything about that? 
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@: No, ma‘am.

Q: I’ve heard about her. Did they have any children? 


A: Oh, mo. She had children, by her first husbanc and, of course Bobby 
had his, 50 they married late in life you see. 


@: We are going to go ahead and turn the tape over before we continue. 
Miss Ann, I would like to ask you about same of the older families of St. 
John’s, if you could tell me about them, like the Frellsons for instance. 


A: Mrs, Frelison was a staunch member of St. Johns and she was the 
organist, and she played beautifully and improvised all her music and 
she was society editor for the paper. Everybody enjoyed her write ups. 
They were much, much nicer than we get today; I’m afraid. Anyway her 
daughter was Mrs. Deans, but she’s died, but it’s Deans daughter is 
Janet Deans and she married Skeeter Weeks -- they call him Skeeter 
Weeks. 
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Se Mrs. Weeks is Mrs. Frellson’s granddaughter?

She 
improvised beautifully. 


A: Well, that’s what I was saying about Mrs. Frellson, because that’s 
i remember. 


QO: You mentioned something about Fie Moore? 


A: He said he used to pump the organ by hand when Mrs. Frellson was 
plaving. He said it was plenty hot under there too. 


@: Tlibetitwas. The Picketts have been in St. John’s a long time too. 


A: Yes. I thought maybe -- Bessie Pickett and I are the same age and 


so is Dell Taylor; so they Know as much about all this as ido, 


@: T/ll ask them tee but I want to hear fram everyone. What do you 
remember about the Picketis. The clder Pictetts? 


A: Well to ga way back, they owned some property way out there in 
what’s Known as Bayou Casotte. They owned an aid farm out there, that 
my father bought from them. And it had the mast beautiful old home out 
there made of pure cyprus and they tare it down. IT had a picture of that 
and I thought; since Bessie Pickett Seely’s family originally owned it, 1 
sentit to her. She said she was so pleased to get it; it’s beautiful. It 
was two or three stories. 


: ITunderstand that Bessie Seely and Amelia Pickett are half sister.

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CHAPTER II 


“Faith of our fathers, holy faith! 

We will be true to thee till death.” 
— Frederick William Faber, 1849

The first Episcopal services in the Pascagoula area were held in the old courthouse, at various 
churches, and in private homes. The actual date for the beginning of the Episcopal Church in our 
community is not clear. Different records indicate conflicting dates. The records of the historiographer 
of the Diocese of Mississippi indicate that a Mission Station of St. Peter was started in 1855. The 
Church was reorganized as the Church of the Mediator and admitted to the Diocese in 1872. Because 
of scant support by either a resident priest or by interested lay people, the church lay dormant and 
was classified as an unorganized Mission in 1882. The Mission Church was reorganized in 1885-1886, 
and again in 1890. The name was officially changed to St. John’s Church in 1914. 


The Rev. Mr. Hinsdale, Rector of the Church of the Redeemer in Biloxi, was the first ‘‘circuit rector” 
in Scranton, the old name for Pascagoula. He held services once a month at the Fire Hall on the corner 
of Watts and Canty Streets. Some time later, the First Baptist Church on Pascagoula Street was rented 
for services. Records indicate that the services in Scranton were Evening Prayer since church was 
held in the afternoon when the eastbound train from Biloxi passed through. The priest returned to 
Biloxi on the next westbound train from Mobile on the same afternoon. It is interesting to note that 
the Rev. Mr. Hinsdale also traveled by boat to the islands off the coast. Mrs. Augusta Waters recalled 
that he regularly visited the Waters family on Horn Island, bringing the sacraments of the church 
to families well off the beaten path. 


Other priests (of whom no photographs could be 
found) who visited Scranton on a regular basis were the 
Rev. Percy Fenn, the Rev. George Davidson, the Rev. 
Jesse Moore, the Rev. Louis Tucker of Biloxi, and the 
Rev. Mr. Ayers. Father Ayers, as he preferred to be 
called, was an Oxford Movement high churchman. After 
the death of his wife, he became a priest of the Roman 
Catholic Church. He instructed his two sons to serve 
as altar boys. Interestingly, a number of years after he 
“went to Rome’, Father Ayers returned to the 
Episcopal Church, took a second wife, and returned to 
the Episcopal ministry. 


Early laypeople active in establishing an Episcopal 
Church in Scranton were Mrs. A. G. Delmas, Mrs. 
Adolph Stemper, Mr. W. F. Parker, and Judge Charles 
Chidsey. Judge Chidsey is remembered by Miss Anne 
Farnsworth as a jovial man who loved to sing lustily 
in church. He served as Superintendent of the Sunday 
School and as Senior Warden for many years. 


Records indicate establishment of St. James’ 
Church, an Episcopal Mission at Belleview, which is 
now known as the Longfellow House. William ‘‘Pie”’ 
Moore recalls that various priests visited there at the 
invitation of his mother, Mrs. Elise Pollock Moore. Pie 
particularly remembers services held by the Rev. John 
Chipman, who was advised not to take up a collection 
Judge Chidsey because “The people are all fishermen and don’t have 
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any money, and they probably won’t come back.”’ Bishop Green visited St. James’, Belleview, on several 
occasions, as did the Rev. Irenaeus Trout and the Rev. Jesse Moore. St. James’ Mission was closed 
around the end of World War I. 


Land for what would become St. John’s Church was selected by W. F. Parker, and was purchased 
in 1889. The property was paid for by money raised from cake sales, gumbo dinners, and raffles. The 
lot was cleared and the trees were purchased by Mr. Robert A. Farnsworth, who gave much of the 
lumber that went into the church building. Miss Ann Farnsworth recalls that when St. John’s was 
renovated in 1962, floor joists stamped ‘‘Farnsworth Lumber Company” could be seen.
